The peo- 
ple of Granville, Balmain, etc., 
have little to complain of, but we 
who live in .the places latterly 
quoted are discontented, and we 
might add, football starved. Most 
of these places already have repre- 
sentation in Second Grade, so 
why not take a firm stand with 
all unnecessary teams? Auto-

Itis to be sincerely 
hoped that action is taken hy 
either side before the next season 
comes round. Interstate and in- 
ternationally, the game is advanc- 
ing wonderfully, but in the metro- 
polis we,are at a standstill, com- 
paratively speaking. In my opin- 
jon things badly require tighten- 
ing up, and the competition put 
on a oroughly representative 
distric® basis; do this and the fu- 
ture of the game is O.K.
